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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claim 13, line 2 contains the trademark/trade name MPL®, QS21, Q27, Escin, Digitonin, 
and Quil A. However, the specification as filed does not provide a definitive description of the 
immunostimulants corresponding to these trademark/trade names. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade names are used to identify/describe 
immunostimulats and, accordingly, the identification /description is indefinite. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in ( 1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jager et al. 
(WO 01/47959 A2; see IDS received 4-18-02, reference AJ). 

The instant claims are drawn to a method for stimulating an immune response in a 
patient, comprising administering to the patient a composition comprising a first component 
selected from the group consisting of physiologically acceptable carriers and immunostimulants, 
and a second component selected from a polypeptide sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 475, a 
sequence having at least 90% identity to SEQ ID NO: 475, and polypeptides comprising at least 
20 contiguous amino acids of the polypeptide set forth in SEQ ID NO: 475. 

Jager et al. teach the immunotherapeutic treatment of a patient comprising administering 
the peptides disclosed by Jager et al. or immunoreactive portions thereof. The administration of 
said peptides may be administered in the form of a composition comprising standard 
pharmaceutical carriers, adjuvants, such as saponins, GM-CSF, and interleukins, see page 29, 2 nd 
paragraph. The peptides of Jager et al. include a protein comprising the full length sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 475, see SEQ ID NO: 23 of Jager et al, starting at amino acid 340 and extending 
until amino acid 1341. 
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Jager et al. teach each and every aspect of the instant invention thereby anticipating 
Applicant's claimed invention.
